XACTLY a hundred years ago Pope 
Leo XIT. approved the beatification of 
Imelda, a little Italian maiden of the noble 
a remarkable reputation for piety. The 
held this week by the Dominican Order, 
to which she belonged, will be marked in 
Dublin by the performance, on Sunday, of 
two sacred plays at the Theatre Royal. 

The plays, which are composed by the 
Reverend H. M. Gaffney, O. P., are pub- 
lished in a neat little volume. illustrated 
by photographs of scenes in the perform- 
ance. under the title “Two Eucharistic 
Dramas.’ The first is placed in the 
Catacombs during the persecution by 
Diocletian, and depicts the martyrdom of 
the boy Tarsicius; and the second depicts 
the religious life of Imelda. 

Both of the plays ave intended for per- 
formance by young players, and move 
simply. They are composed in tasteful 
blank verse, but their performance is en- 
riched by the chanting of liturgical Latin 
hymns, gracefully werked into the texture 
of the little dramas.° There is a fine 
restraint—dignity is never sacrificed to 
sentiment—and the plays mark a notable 
departure from the inartistic work which 
commonly passes muster for devotional 
drama.

The book should be read by all social 
reformers. They will find that, whilst in 
some respects help is provided for those 
in dire need, there still remains a great 
deal of lee-way to make up in the matter 
of public lodging-houses for women and in 
the provision which charity makes for 
looking after those who are “down and 
out. 

Mrs. Chesterton is hoping to be able to 
enlist sufficient support to start a number 
of small homes where destitute women 
may find shelter and a breathing-space to 
recover their sense of humanity and re- 
spect. She gives the balance sheet of ane 
such home, from which it appears. that, 
when properly managed, such homes ean be 
made to pay. Tn her estimation several small 
establishments are preferable to one large 
one, as it is in the smaller ventare that 
one enlists the unbounded energy which is 
necessary for success.

CHANCELLOR'S REPLY.
